TEST FLIGHTS OF NEW AIR GIANT. 

The Handley-Page type 42, the largest 

assenger-carrying land ‘plane in the world, 

as continued successiul trial flights at 
Radlett Aerodrome, Hertfordshire. 

This immense biplane, built to be fitted 
with luxurious accommodation for thirty- 
eight passengers in two large saloon cabins 
and with capacious holds for mails and urgent 
freight, has risen with ease from the ground 
ecatrying its full designed load, the weight 
of machine and burden being nearly 
thirteen tons. Even under this great weight 
the big ‘plane rose from the ground after a 
remarkably short run, and handled easily 
and well in her evolutions over the flying 


ground. 

Further details of the type 42 intensify 
general opinion that the new biplane repre- 
sents a big advance in air transport.

The. Bottle Machine. 


Last Saturday marked the seventh anni- 
versary of the death of Michael Joseph 
| Owens, a native of the County of Wexford, 
and inventor of the machine which 
revolutionised the method of making 
hottles—-the ‘‘ Owens Bottle Machine.”’ 
Without this invention the whole process 
of mass production, packing and distri- 
bution of liquid and semi-solid com- 
modities would haye been impossible ; for 
the hand-blown glass container of other 
days wus slow to make and expensive. 
Most up-to-date bottle factories are 
equipped with the Owens bottle machine, 
and users of bottles who require accuracy 
of capacity, weight and strength in 
their containers usually specify Owens 
hottles, especially if they are to be filled 
on the automatic filling and capping 
machine now installed in _ dairies, 
distilleries and chemical laboratories. 

Born on January Ist, 1859, Michael 
Joseph Owens emigrated to the United 
States, where he perfected his invention. 
and created the greatest organisation of its 
kind in the world—the concern known as 
the Owens-Illinois Glass Comipany—with 
eighteen factories and world-wide con- 
nections. The Scientific American for 
November last describes a visit to one of 
the factories at Alton, Illinois, where 
there is in operation the world’s biggest 
Owens machine, weighing 120 tons and 
standing 20 feet high. This machine was 
engaged on the manufacture of huge glass 
carboys. The outout of the factory was 
stated as being 3500 tons of glass bottles 
a day, and the range manufactured 
comorises 3.200 varieties. The Owens 
machine sucks up the glass from the 
melting pots, blows it into the moulds. 
from which the bottles are then discharged 
on to a travelling belt and into the 
tempering machine, where they are 
tempered and sterilised by electricity, 
corked or capped whilst still hot, without 
— once been touched by human

St. Elmo’s Fire. 


One of the finest legends of the sea is 
told about St. Elmo’s fire—the. luminous 
balls of light occasionally seen at the 
masthead of a ship. This “fire,” which 
is also .called ‘“‘ corpse candles”’ - by 
sailors, is an. electrical manifestation 
analogous to the “ brush discharge ”’ “of 
electricity. It is rarely seen in our séas, 
but frequently: in the North Atlantic. 
The Breton version of the story runs that 
once “upon a time'the captain of a vessel 
saw a man floating in the sea. He hove 
his ship to and saved the man. When the 
stranger recovered he _ disclosed his 
identity ; he was St. Elmo—what reward 
did the captain desire? The Breton sailor 
replied, “ You owe me nothing. I did 
only what any man would do.” When. St. 
Elmo heard this answer, he told the cap- 
tain that out of his gratitude he would 
repay all sailors for all time to come. 
Whenever a storm approached a ship at 
sea, St. Elmo would send-a warning light 
to give those on board time to shorten sail 
and make everything snug. Sailors since 
then have known this phenomenon—often 
evident before or during an electric storm

Beggars’ Baages. 


Loca] government during the early part 
of the eighteenth century was mainly 
administered by the parish vestries. They 
had a very simple plan of poor relief. This 
consisted of licensing by providing badges, 
known as ““beggars’ badges,” which gave 
the wearer authority to seek alms. ra- 
tions were confined to the parish in w' ich 
the begg:: resided, and the name of the 
parish was marked on the badge, so that 
the “tramp ” was almost unknown under 
the system. The quotation of an entry 
from the vestry books of Kilshannig 
Parish, dated May 13, 1745, fully illus- 
trates the conditions. It runs: 

‘‘ At a meeting of the inhabitants of 
Kilshannig, the following persons, and 
none others, are allo.ed.to be common 
bezgars of this parish, and tw each a brass 
badge was given, to be publicly worn to 
distinguish them from all foreign beggars. 
Each and every of the said beggars being 
first sworn to wear said badge, not to lend 
or give it to another, and to deliver it up 
next harvest to the minister and church- 
wardens.”’ 

In the list of names which follows, one 
is distinguished as a ‘‘ whip beggar’’— 
apparently the special constable of the 
brotherhood. 


River Pirates and Police. 


Thanks to the vigilance of the river 
police, the petty piracy that once 
flourished on the Thames ‘s now almost 
completely stamped out. About a 
century ago, however, the situation was 
very different, and the losses suffered by 
shipping from these gentry was very con- 
siderable. Their depredations led to the 
establishment of the regular Thames 
police, as a result of the exertions of one, 
Colquhoun, who pointed out that at that 
time ‘“‘ about 11,000 persons, inured to 
habits of depravity, and long exercised in 
all the arts of villany,’’ were depriving 
the merchants of property to the tune of 
nearly half a million annually. Thes« 
losses were occasioned by several classes of 
‘“‘ pirates.”’ There were “the river 
pirates,’’ who boarded v sls at night; 
the “ heavy horsemen,’’ who used to find 
their way on the ships under pretext of 
selling some article, and then would 
employ their time by stealing all that ther 
could find and secreting their plunder in 
large pockets, of which they possessed 
many, conveniently secreted about their 
clothes. There were, too, light horsemen. 
similar to the above, who for some reason 
honoured only West Indian vessels with 
their attention. Often these worthies 
worked in collaboration with oarsmen that 
rowed alongside to pick up whatever was 
thrown overboard to them. These last 
rejoiced in the soubriquet of “ Game 
Watermen.’’. Again, there were “ heavy 
plunderers,’’ or night watchmen, that 
betrayed their trust and rohbed in small 
gangs of six or so, while “ scuffle-hunters, 
copemen ” and “ mudlarks’’ were the 
small fry of these predatory gangs. 


The Stormcock. 


During the last few dull days the 
thrushes have been singing vigorously. 
Indeed, it almost seems as if these birds 
took upon themselves the office of dis- 
pelling the gloom of winter, since, were it 
never so dark and forbidding, somewhere 
a thrush would be fluting his cheerful 
song.

CORK’S TRAMS. 


- The proposed closing down of the Cork 
tramway services has given rise to much 
interest locally, and already many sugges- 
tions have been put forward, all with the 
one purpose—the retention of the trams. 
Some people are keen on the Corporation 
taking over the services and running them 
as a municipal concern, This sounds hardly 
feasible. The sympathy with the employés 
of the company is genuine, no doubt, since 
if the trams are removed, three hundred 
men approximately will be.thrown out of 
employment, and the labour market will be 
over-taxed in a time of acute economic de- 
pression. In spite of that important 
factor the situation, as it stands now, must 
be faced openly. The trams have been 
running in Cork for thirty-two years, and 
it is assumed that at one time the service 


made a profit. For the past three or fou 
years the trams have been a dead loss, |, 
it reasonable now to ask the Corporation 
to take them over, when the chances of 
making them pay seem more remote thay 
ever? The Corporation has interested 
‘itself in the, matter, preferring, however, 
to discuss the matter iu committee, while 
the Cork branch of the Gaelic Athletic 
Association has stated its feelings by way 
of mild protest against the proposed with. 
drawal, adding that it is prepared to lend 
all its support. to any proposals which the 
trade unions and other bodies may make. 
How far this action may prove useful wil] 
be revealed later on ; but the point at issue 
now is whether the Corporation will 
assume the liability of a municipal service.

The notices for the liquidation of the 
concern have been published. 

Turning to the New Year, one notices a 
feeling of optimism in the city. There is 
some indicaticn that Ford’s will be in a 
position to employ more men, and in 
anticipation of this development, the 
management have carried out extensive 
constructive work. It may be that the 
scheme, which provides for the erection 
of a deep water quay at Cobh, will be 
adopted by the Cork Harbour Board. 
The engineer drew up several proposals 
recently, which were referred to a special 
committee for consideration and recom- 
mendation. Developments are expected 
which will give employment to several 
hundred men in the lower harbour. The 
trans-Atlantic steamshin companies are 
stated to be in favour of the proposal. 


CITY FINANCES. 


The financial position of the Cork 
Corporation is very sound, and the City 
Manager, Mr. Philip Monahan, has 
earned kudos for his careful management 
of municipal affairs since he was placed in 
his present position. It has been claimed 
for the Council that, not only is it well 
managed, but it is also one of the least 
costly and most solvent corporations in 
the United Kingdom. The Council has 
proceeded steadily with the erection of 
houses within the past year, and next 
year a more ambitious scheme is con- 
templated. There is some difficulty con- 
cerning the collection of arrears of rates, 


which now stand at £20,000. Dr. J. C. 
Foley says that he does not know if there 
is any good reason for this large out- 
‘standing sum of money, but he thinks that 
a list of the defanlters should ‘be 
published. 


THE YEAR ON THE FARM. 


AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS IN 1930. 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

During the past year farmers in Ireland 
have suffered from the effects of low grain 
prices, a late spring, a cold summer, almost 
incessant rain during the harvest, and a but- 


ter slump. Except in certain well-defined 
areas, the abnormal rain which fell during 
the autumn was mostly in evidence in the 
Fastern counties. In the West and South 
conditions were not so bad. For the most 
part, however, it was not until September 
that a serious attempt could be made to finish 
the saving of late meadow hay and harvest 
the grain crops. Conditions were not such 
as would inspire hope, yet many farmers look 
forward with confidence to the future. 

i AIN FOR STOCK FEEDING. 

While prices for home-grown grain were so 
low that it was better to use it as stock food, 
feeders also had the advantage of cheap 
Indian meal. It would have been more satis- 
factory if a fair cash price was obtainable for 
the home produce, but, as it was converted 
into meat, which met with good demand, 
there is no reason for despondency. 

CATTLE SELL WELL. 

Cattle, taken generally, may be said to 

have saved the situation. They have been 

ee selling freely at prices 
which have been 
fairly. well main- 
tained. Here we find 
a justification for the 
dual purpose cow, 
which milks well and 
breeds. a good calf. 
If milk and butter 
prices. are small—as 
they have been—then 
there are the young 
stock to fall back 
upon. During the 
year such young 
stock have been in 
greater demand than 
older animals,. the in- 
sistent inquiry being 
for small joints and early maturity at prices 
which are relatively high. 

2,493 PREMIUM BULLS. 

With regard*to the efforts which are being 
made for the improvement of Irish cattle by 
the use of premium bulls, it is worthy of note 
that there are now in the Free State alone 
2.493 premium bulls. Of these, 1,607 are 
county premium bulls, 204 extra premium 
bulls, 566 are special premium bulls intended 
for use in the congested areas; while 116 are 

The breeds 
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sheep-breeders. Were it not for this, sheep 
would be a better paying proposition; but re- 
duced purchasing power on the part of the 
public in England and a complete absence oí 
trade in wool with America have had their 
effect. In America the use of wool is giving 
way to artificial silk and other fabrics. It 
goes to show how much a change in fashions 
may affect an important industry. Up to the 
present America consumed a considerable 
quantity of Scotch black-face wool for carpet- 
making, but shortage of money has caused 
a stoppage of orders. 

In the Irish Free State considerable 
steps are being made in the improvement 
of our sheep, not. only by private enter- 
prise, but by the Department of Agriculture. 
This year, under the auspices of the Depart- 
ment, 250 Scotch black-face rams were im- 
ES for use in the congested districts, The 
Vicklow mountain sheep breeding scheme is 
now being extended, with every sign of suc- 
cess. Galway sheep are also making great 
strides. and are becoming increasingly popu- 
lar for crossine with Oxford Downs 

~LICENSED BOARS, 

Mn the 14th October last’ the Live Stock 
Breeding Act was applied to boars: in tiio 
Irish Free State, with the result that 2,138 
boars were licensed and 203 rejected. In the 
counties of Monaghan, Cavan and Donegal. 
and in areas adjacéat thereto, 158 hcences 
were granted in respect of boars of the Large 
White Ulster type. Elsewhere the policy was 
pursued of licensing only Irish Large White 
boars, except in -espect of three Large Black 
boars kept by owners of pedigree herds The 
percentage of rejections was nino 
_ In the Six County ;rea there is an increas- 
ing demand for pigs of the frish Large White 
type as against the Large White Ulster breed. 
which shows that the Free State policy in 
this respect is the right one. 

Since the Fresh Meat Act came into opera 

there seems to he an improvement in 
Free State exports of fresh pork, but other 
cirenmstances probablv tended in the same 
direction, At any rate the Act is working 
satisfactorily

A TOWN WITH 
MODERN IDEAS. 


By a Srectat CORRESPONDENT. 
F recent times much has been heard of 


O depression both in agriculture and 
trade, but 1 have found one place in 


Ireland where there is no grumbling or sigh- 
ing, where everybody is satisfied at the way 
things are going, and where the spirit of 
endeavour and the will to work are alive and 
nk ge A few days ago Enniscorthy 
uried the oldest man in Ireland, and, as its 
people mourned the passing of this link with 
the past, they concerned themselves with the 
needs of the present, and with the ways and 
méans of making a thriving, modern com- 
munity of their ancient town; for Enniscorthy 
has been Enniscorthy for thousands of years. 
I can best describe this community at the 
present phase of its existence as a nation 
within a nation; for the principles on which 
it is developing itself are national principles, 
and they are bearing ripe fruit. Enniscorthy, 
moreover, is happy in having at its head men 
who have at last freed themselves from 
ok moog ideas and out-of-date methods of 
usiness, and can boast proudly that their 
town is one of the lowest-rated and successful 
in the Free State. The municipal services are 
modern; streets and houses are lit with 
electricity; there is a clean and unlimited 
water supply, with first-class sewerage 
arrangements, and now the Urban Council is 
to spend a sum oí £10,500 in resurfacing the 
streets with concrete. 
In addition, from what I have seen, Ennis- 
corthy’s social life is as bright and cheerful as 
its business life, with its several chibs and 
lending libraries, social evenings, debates, 
dances and cinemas. Outside of Dublin, it has 
one of the most virile branches of the Bt. 
Vincent de Paul Society in Ireland. 


A DEVELOPMENT ASSOCIATION. 


A few years ago things were not so good. 
Like the rest of the country, Enniscorthy was 
suffering from the after effects of the Great 
War and the subsequent troubled times. Then 
its citizens began to lift themselves from the 
Slough of espond into which \ they, 
in common with everybody _ cise 
the country, had sunk. they 
to talk and to look about them, 
led to action, and come leading men banded 
themselves together into what was called the 
Enniscorthy Development Association. This 
was two years ago, and so strong and repre- 
sentative has this body become, although it 
has since changed its name to the Enniscorthy 
Traders’ Association, that there is a proposal 
on foot to establish it as a chamber of com- 
merce. The teasibility of this move has been 
uestioned, so that at the moment the issue is 
btful. 

The fact remains, however, that, so ex- 
cellent has been the work of this Association, 
the town has enjoyed thie best Christmas 
season iú living metiory. Two years ago the 
first of the big Christmas CA Ad carnivals 
was organised, and a year ago the same thing 
occurred. This year the Association has gore 
even further, with an enterprise and initiative 
that could well be sepled by every other 
city and town in Ireland. It has, in effect, 
built a wall around the. considerable area 
served by the town, and has‘concentrated its 


district. 

It has circularised the people in this dis- 
trict and used the local newspapers to bring 
home to them new ideas, pomting out how 
they would redound to the Denefit of all. It 
has broadcast the slogan: “Support home 
trade and industry,” argued on its usefulness 
and impressed the le, particularly the 
country péople, with the benefits that would 
naturally aecrue to them all as a commuitity. 
It has appealed for support for the local 
brewery, flour mill, mineral water manu- 
factory, bacon factory, bakeries, trades and 
business houses generally. 


THE MOUNTAIN AND MAHOMET.

The acquisitions from 
sources other than public had been, as usual, 
both numerous and ‘interestine.

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We assume, therefore, that on, or 
very soon. after, the 1st January the 
Mayo County Council, having given 
double proof of its unfaith to the 
law of the land and to the spirit of 
national progress, will be dissolved. Any 
less drastie outcome of its defiance would 
be an administrative and moral calamity. 
Within eight years the Free State 
Government has done a work of social 
conciliation that history will put on an, 
equal height with its concrete achieve- 
ment. It has gained the esteem, and is 
beginning to gain the confidence, of an 
important minority which, eight years ago, 
had a profound distrust of its origins, its 
personnel and its programme, This 
minority, with its British associations and 
imperial traditions, still is a keen critic of 
some aspects of Free State policy. It is 
puzzled always, and angered often, by the 
Government’s spiritual aloofness from the 
British Commonwealth, by the readiness 
to cut ancient and useful ties, by the 
excess of sentiment which, in the case of 
the Irish language, turns an ideal into a 
burden. Nevertheless, the Free State 
Government has convinced the ex-Unionists 
of its integrity, its impartiality and its 
domestic tolerance—three fine virtues in 
any Government. Its finance is strictly 
honest ; the conditions and opportunities 
of public service. cre the same for all 
citizens ; the State favours or penalises no 
religious creed. There could be no better. 
tribute to the Free State Government than 
the minority’s confidence in its attitude to 
County Mayo’s challenge. Hitherto the 
outrageous demand that a national 
Government shall boycott Protestantism 
rd #ublin Un'veos ty has been re ected 
with unimpeachable firmness; and no 
Protestant citizen doubts how the affair 
will end. The fate of the Mayo County 
Council will be a warning to any other 
public body which has like potentialities 
of bigotry and illiberalism.

The State of Germany. 


When German householders 
their doors to the postman’s knock last 
week, they received: not only presents and 
Christmas cards, but an intimation of new 
taxes. The taxes, it is true, are not 
large, but they will fall quite heavily upon 
the poor. Every servant girl must pay 
a poll-tax amounting to three marks a 
year ; every office-worker will be mulcted 
in six marks ; and spinsters and bachelors 
will buy their celibacy at an annual cost 
of at least eighteen marks. These tolls 
are one facet of Germany’s effort to restore 
the national prosperity. They supple- 
ment the large ec:conomies that Herr 
Brining’s Cabinet has tried to make in 
public expenditure, and it is a tribute to 
the German character that there has 
been little or no public outcry against 
them. How long this patience will 
endure is another question; for the real 
pinch of poverty has not been felt yet. 
Unemployment has shown no tendency to 
decrease, and queues of hungry men 
struck a discordant note among the 
Christmas festivities. The present German 
standard of living is not high, and every 
citizen shows a real anxiety to pull 
his country from her low estate. The 
people are divided only om one point: by 
what means is this restoration to be 
accomplished ? | :

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Part II. of Great Britain’s new Road 
Traffic Act will come into force on Thurs- 
day, and thereafter: every~ motorist will 
be required to produce on demand a 
certificate of insurance from his under- 
writers. Failure to produce such a cer- 
tificate immediately will. be an . offence 
under the Act, but in ‘practice its 
1 ‘gmient at a police station, to be specified 
by the motorist at the time of the request, 
will be held to be sufficient. The clause’ 
which allows the obtaining of a bond of 
security—in no case for less than £5,000— 
or the depositing wish the Accountant- 
General of the Supreme Court of a sum 
of £15,000 as guarantee in lieu of 
insurance, is not likely to appeal. to 
many people. Since most motorists—and 
certainly all reputable --motorists—are 
insured already, the only new burden 
which the Act imposes on the individual 
will be the need to be ready at all times 
with the certificate. Yet from this obliga- 
tion a piquant point emerges; for the in- 
surance companies thus are placed in a 
position to forbid people to drive by the 
simple refusal of a certificate. Such a 
refusal, however, is improbable, since in 
few professions is compe tion as keen as 
itis in the insurance market to-day. On the 
other hand, there are certain handits of 
the road whose expulsion therefrom would 
be in the highest interests of the public. 
W> suggest that the insurers of Great 
Britain, for their own protection and that 
of every one else, keep a “black book ”’ of 
the careless and incompetent and mutually 
agree not to underwrite their risks. The 
Act is to be commended, even if it in- 
creases insurance rates, and we trust that 
the Free State Government will study its 
c ration with regard to its own Road 
Traffic Bill, which surely ought to be law 
before the end of 1931. . :

Lord Melchett. 


Lord Melchett, who died last Saturday, 
combined the qualities of many men, It 
is customary to speak of him as the pre- 
eminent “ realist’ in British industria] 
and political affairs; yet a strong streak 
of the visionary in him lent breadth of 
scope to his practical achievements. 
Another generation will judge the success 
of his vast experiment in economics ; for, 
without question, Imperial Chemicals, 
Limited, was the greatest economic venture 
of Lord Melchett’s life. Nevertheless, the 
fact remains that the man who saw the im- 
portance of applied science in industry, 
and, further, staked his reputation and 
fortune on its advancement, had vision 
beyond the ordinary. His finger was 
always on his country’s pulse. Like the 
Socialists, he realised that relations 
between employer and employed were be- 
coming more and more strained; unlike 
them. he saw that those relations could be 
made friendly without a reversal of the 
system sanctioned by all history. Out 
of this understanding proceeded the 
famous Mond-Turner conference, which 
tried” to place industrial disputes on 
a higher plane. Perhaps, acceptance of 
its principles demanded too much from 
human nature, but at least it introduced 
a new and better note into affairs of busi- 
ness. Next, in Lord Melchett’s mind there 
arose the vision of a united Empire, and 
by the foundation of the Empire Economic 
Union he strove to give form to his dream. 
Parochialism hitherto has stood in the way 
of this great ideal, but at least it has 
become an established end of serious 
politics. On ‘the day when Empire 
economic unity becomes a fact Lord 
Melchett’s epitaph will have been written.

Minorities and the League. 


The next session of the Council of thie 
League of Nations, to be held at Geneva 
next month, will be one of the most im- 
portant meetings of this body for some 
years. The minorities question will be 
raised by Germany; and, in view of the 
delicacy of the situation, it is not im- 

robable that Dr. Curtius, the German 

oreign Minister, who was to have pre- 
‘gided over this meeting, will ask to be 
relieved. of his duties. In this case the 
chair will be taken by Mr. Henderson, 
who normally would have presided over 
the spring meeting. Germany’s principal 
complaint will be the treatment of 
minorities in Poland and Upper Silesia ; 
and. if satisfactory assurances: are not 
forthcoming, a demand for the revision of 
the German-Polish frontier may be made. 


The Government and the Unions. 


The Prime Minister has just. received 
what may be described as an ultimatum 
from the trade union leaders who are 
members of the House of Commons in 
regard to the Trades Dispute Act Amend- 
ment Bill. It is to the effect that the 
trade union members intend to use their 
votes and influence in the House in order 
to prevent opposition to the bill, and it 
intimates that the struggle will be carried 
still further if the House of Lords inter- 
feres with the measure. This may be 
taken as an indication that, if the bil] is 
rejected in the Upper House, Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald must go to the country with a 
cry of “ Down with the House of Lords.’”’ 
Compromise on any one point of the bill 
is said to be out of the question, since the 
leaders have cOme to the conclusion that 
it does not really fulfil the pledges which 
Mr. Macdonald gave at the general elec- 
tion. 


Medical Service. 


With the approval of the British 
Medical Association, the doctors in the 
County of Essex have inaugurated a public 
medical service for the benefit of middle- 
class. men and their families who are not 
covered by the National Health insurance 
scheme. The plan offers a ful. medical 
service at the rate of one penny a head a 
day. The actual subscription is thirty 
shillings a year, but, in families of more 
than two children, the third and every 
succeeding child will be admitted at £1 a 
year, and more favourable rates will be 
arranged for unusually large families. No 
subscribers have be@M enrolled yet, but 
the doctors are making inquiries about 
the number of patients likely to parti- 
cipate. :

Sir George Newman, Chief Medical Officer 
of the English Board oí Education, in his 
report, on ‘‘ The health of the school child ”’ 
during 1929” (issued on Saturday last), states 
that in the last generation there has béen 
very little reduction in sickness-rates among 
school children. The main. stream 
“school diseases ” consisted of slight and 
remedial departures from the normal, which, 
if promptly corrected, should leave no 
permanent mark behind. i 

A new factor affecting the physical con- 
stitution of school children was the enormous 
reduction in infant mortality. “When we 
remember also that for many years the birth- 
rate has been declining more rapidly among 
the better physical stocks of the population 
than among the less physically fit, we cannot: 
fail to recognise that the present generation 
of school children may be relatively lacking 
im physical stamina and powers of resistance. 
in other words, the maintenance of the popu- 
lation in this way, and from its present 
sources, is, with all its advantages, one of the 
factors which, for the present; is: tending 
to-modify the physical and mental character 
of the people.’’ 

After remarking that it is disappointing 
to find how. very little. systematic teaching 
on matters of health is given in secondary 
schools, he states that it is open to question 
whether direct class-iristruction on sexual 
matters is advisable or practicable.’ ‘‘ But, ' 
he adds, ‘‘a wholesome view of sex should 
be induced indirectly by the reasonable 
teaching of hygiene from a biological stand- 
point, and personal guidance to individuals.”’

A GOVERNMENT DEFEAT. 

The outstanding events of the year in Dail 
Eireann was the defeat of President Cos- 
grave’s Government on the 27th March. This 
took place on. the ‘Second reading of 
the Old Age Pensions Bill, ‘ntroduced by Dr. 
Ward (F.F., Monaghan). The purpose of 
this measure briefly was to restore to old age 
pensioners the amount by which their allow- 
auces had been reduced some time previously. 
It was clear from the beginning that, this bill 
would pnt a considerable strain on the loyalty 


among the Independents. That the Labour 
Party would vote for the bill was, of course, 
taken for granted. 

When the vote was taken it was found that 
66 voted for the second reading and 64 
acainst. Twenty-two members of the House 
were absent, or, at all events, did not vote. 

The Speaker at.onée pointed out that in 
the circumstances a money resolntion would 
be required, and Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly asked 
President Cosgrave when he would bring for- 
ward the resolution. Mr. Cosgrave said that 
he would reply next morning. The reply 
actually was that President Cosgrave placed 
his resignation in the hands of the Governor- 
General. The following Wednesday was fixed 
for the election of a President of the Execu- 

3% tive Council. 
Mr. de Valera was 
the first proposed and 
defeated; then Mr.

OTHER BILLS. 

Another valuable measure was the Game 
Protection Bill. The Vocational Education 
Bill evoked .a..good. deal..of .eriticism during 
its passage through both Houses, but is now 
happily on the Statute Book. The Electoral 
(Dublin Council) Bill was a sort of post- 
script. to the Greater Dublin Bili. Its object 
was to set up an electoral register for cor- 
porations or other large commercial concerns, 
and afford thém opportunity tó voté at Dublin 
Council elections. On 12th June General 
Mulcahy, Minister for Local Government, in- 
trodaced .a Housing Bill providing £200,000 
for houses begun before the 1st April, 1931, 
and completed before the 31st October, 1931. 
This is expected to give an impetus to build- 
ing during the coming year. The Betting 
Bill, based on the report of the Betting Com- 
mittee, introdutes some important changes in 
the betting regulations hitherto in force. 

Other measures which have been passed or 
are in progress through the Oireachtas are :— 
The Illegitimate Children (Affiliation Orders) 
Bill, Unemployment Insurance Bill, Agricul- 
Gael Produce (Eggs) Bill, Sea Fisheries Bill, 
etc. 

THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

There were several important set debates 
on motions of general interest, including one 
regarding the control of the import of wheat. 
The experts’ conference report, was also the 
subject of a lengthy debate. 

Ministers and officials were absent in Lon- 
don attending the Imperial Conference, which 
iasted about two months, and it is officially 
announced that early in the new year Mr. 
McGilligan will raise the question of appeuls 
to the Privy Council by altering Article 66 of 
the Constitution. Following the conference in 
London most of the Dominion representatives 
visited Dublin, and were entertained by the 
Executive Council.. Mr. Scullin, Premier of 
the Commonwealth of Australia, got a par- 
ticularly enthnsiastie reception. 

FIFTY-NINE WORKING DAYS. 

The Opposition on different occasions during 
the year protested against the long adjourn- 
ments by the Oireachtas. There was a fort- 
night at Easter, and then on the 18th June 
the House adjourned till the 19th November. 
The last session lasted only from the 19th 
November till 9th December. Altoyether, the 
Dail sat 59 days in the year. :

A GOVERNMENT DEFEAT. 

The outstanding events of the year in Dail 
Eireann was the defeat of President Cos- 
grave’s Government on the 27th March. This 
took place on. the ‘Second reading of 
the Old Age Pensions Bill, ‘ntroduced by Dr. 
Ward (F.F., Monaghan). The purpose of 
this measure briefly was to restore to old age 
pensioners the amount by which their allow- 
auces had been reduced some time previously. 
It was clear from the beginning that this bill 
would put a considerable strain on the loyalty 
of certain Government supporters, especially 
among the Independents. That the Labour 
Party would vote for the bill was, of course, 
taken for granted. 

When the vote was taken it was found that 
66 voted for the second reading and 64 
acainst. Twenty-two members of the House 
were absent, or, at all events, did not vote. 

The Speaker at once pointed out that in 
the circumstances a money resolution would 
be required, and Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly asked 
President Cosgrave when he would bring for- 
ward the resolution. Mr. Cosgrave said that 
he would reply next morning. The reply 
actually was that President Cosgrave placed 
his resignation in the hands of the Governor- 
(;seneral. The following Wednesday was fixed 
for the election of a President of the Execu- 

b5 tive Council, 
Mr. de Valera was 
the first proposed and 
defeated; then Mr. 
; á há O'Connell, 
Jeader of the Labour 
Pariy, was put for- 
ward, and met with 
a similar fate.

Its provisions appealed to a very wide 
cirele, as was shown by the very large meet- 
ing which was.held in the Mansion House on 
the 21st January last, when many. people had 
to stand. for. want of seating.accommodation. 
The Act “recetved’’the Governor-General’s 
signature on the 10th June, and has been in 
operation since then. 

OTHER BILLS. 

Another valuable measure was the Game 
Protection Bill. The Vocational Education 
Bill. evoked a.good deal .of .eriticism during 
iis passage through both Houses, but is now 
happily on the Statute Book. The Electoral 
(Dublin Council) Bill was a sort of post- 
script. to the Greater Dublin Bili. Its object 
was to set up an electoral register for cor- 
porations or other large commercial concerns, 
and afford thém opportunity to vote at Dublin 
Council elections. On 12th June General 
Mulcahy, Minister for Local Government, in- 
troduced .a Housing Bill providing £200,000 
for houses begun before the 1st April, 1931, 
and completed before the 3lst October, 1931. 
This 1s expected to give an impetus to build- 
ing during the coming year, The Betting 
Bill, based on the report of the Betting Com- 
mittee, introdutes some important changes in 
the betting regulations hitherto. in force. 
Other measures which have been passed or 
are in progress through the Oireachtas are :— 
The Illegitimate Children (Affiliation Orders) 
bill, Unemployment Insurance Bill, Agricul- 
tural Produce (Eggs) Bill, Sea Fisheries Bill, 
etc. 

THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

There were several important set debates 
on motions of general interest, including one 
regarding the control of the import of wheat. 
The. experts’. conference report. was also the 
subject of a lengthy debate. 
Ministers and officials were absent in Lon- 
don attending the Imperial Conference, which 
iasted about two months, and it is officially 
announced that early in the new year Mr. 
McGilligan will raise the question of appeuls 
to the Privy Council by altering Article 66 of 
the Constitution. Following the conference in 
London most of the Dominion representatives 
visited Dublin, and were entertained by the 
Executive Council.

YOUTH AND GIRL DEAD. 

John McCarthy, aged 20, of Cheapside, 
Bolton, who was found on Friday night at the 
bottom of a disused quarry, 60 teet deep, near 
Bolton; with Maggie Kemp, a sixteen-year-old 
mill girl, of Hayden street, Bolton, died yes- 
terday in Bolton Infirmary.

The population of Lisbon was astounded 
one morning a day or two ago at seeing a 
huge bottle floating in the air at a height 
of 450 feet, says Reuter’s Correspondent.

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GEORGIAN RELICS 
IN DUBLIN, 


By A Spectra CORRESPONDENT. 


HE beautiful inlaid work seen in the 
chimney-pieces of the Dublin houses 
of the latter part of the eighteenth 
century was the work of Peter Bossi, in- 
layer in marble and stucco worker, an 
Italian craftsman, one of the many 
artists who came to the Irish capital on 
the invitation of the noblemen and gentry 
of the period to decorate their homes. 
Bossi was working in Dublin from 1785, or 
a little earlier, until 1798, in which year, 
owing to being implicated in the revolu- 
tionary movement, he deemed it advisable 
to leave Dublin, and although his descen- 
dants are still in the city, his subsequent 
history is not known. 

There is a great-grand-daughter of Bossi 
working in a wine shop in Dublin, but, 
when interviewed, she could impart little 
information about her famous ancestor. 
So far as she knew there were no papers 
or other possessions of the artist pre- 
served, and she had no recollection of 
hearing her mother or grandmother 
talking about any such belongings when 
she was a child. That is hardly to be 
wondered at because it was traditionally 
said that Bossi jealously guarded the 
secret of his art and took every precaution 
against his work being imitated. A 
common saying of his contemporaries was 
that there was “ but one Creator and but 
one Bossi.’’ His method, although 
practised only by himself in Dublin, was 
well known in Italy, where it was used 
in the decoration of table -ops and mantel- 
pieces. His work consisted of inlaying on 
white marble of either coloured marbles, 
or of compositions, or earth pastes of 
various colours. Generally his designs 
were simple patterns in the Adams style, 
sometimes festoons of leaves and flowers, 
naturally treated. His work had the 
touch of the genius, and it was not sur- 
prising to find him so keenly sought after 
by art patrons of the day like the Earl of 
Charlemont, the Earl of Portarlington 
and others. No town house of a noble- 
man in Dublin was complete if it did 
not contain a Bossi chimney-piece, and 
beautiful were the mantelpieces which 
decorated the mansions and the fine old 
Georgian houses which were such a proud 
asset of the city during the last half of 
the eighteenth century. 


INDEFATIGABLE WORKER. 


The stately old houses in Henrietta 
street, North Great George’s street, and 
Mountjoy square boasted many a Bossi, 
and many also were built in the houses 
in Merrion square and St. Stephen's 
Green. In fact, there were so many not 
alone in Dublin but in other parts of the 
country that one is forced to conclude that 
Bossi was an indefatigable worker whose 
output was unusually large. 

Unfortunately, with the changing con- 
ditions in the life of Dublin during the 
nineteenth century the Georgian houses 
and mansions formerly occupied by 
nobility and gentry fell into disfavour as 
places of residence. Old thoroughfares 
like Henrietta street rapidly decayed and 
the houses changed hands. Then came the 
art collectors, who stripped the old houses 
of their wonderful decorations. The 
Bossi mantelpieces were highly prized, 
and, wherever available, were snapped up, 
mainly for export, until to-day there are 
few known Bossi pieces in the country. 
One of these, a lovely example, is in the 
Science and Art Museum. Tyrone House, 
which is now used as offices by the Depart- 
ment of Education, houses another, but, 
by a strange freak, when this was beiny 
restored, the workmen put the side panels 
in upside down. Yet a third Bossi is in 
the residence of the Dean of Drumcondra 
College. There are also some fine Bossi 
pieces in Leixlip Castle, which have made 
collectors envious. Others are to be found 
in Merrion square houses. 


COPYISTS OF BOSSI. 


One of the last to change its resting 
place was that which had been erected in 
the town house of the Viscount Powers- 
court in South William street. . The 
mansion was built by Lord Powerscourt 
in 1771 by one, Robert Mack; a builder, 
of James's streét, the stones used being 
granite from the Powerscourt Estate in 
County Wicklow. In 1807 the house was 
sold by the Fourth Viscount Powerscourt 
to the Government for £15,000, and, from 
1811 to 1832, was used by the Com- 
missioners of Stamp Duties, when it was 
bought by the present occupants, Messrs. 
Ferrier and Pollock, the wholesale ware- 
housemen. | 

Naturally, Bossi had many imitators 
and copyists, but with one noticeable 
exception their work was crude. That 
exceptior is still alive in the person of 
Mr. Emery, who still carries on his work 
as a sculptor in Pearse street, Dublin. In 
early life Mr. Emery made a close study 
of Bossi and his art, and during the last 
fortv years he has turned out work that is 
comparable to that of the master. é 
attained high skill in working in coloured 
cement, and not. alone restored many 
pieces of Bossi’s work, but finished some 
which had been left over by the Italian 
when he departed from Dublin. 

Mr. Emery did a great dea] of restora- 
tion work for the late Sir Thomas Drew, 
F.R.LB.A., who held the firm opinion 
that by the generations to come Emery s 
work would be prized almost gy as 
that of Bossi. Unfortunately, Mr. Emery 
h.d to give up this branch of his art 
lscause the exacting nature of his exper!- 
ments arid research nearly cost him his 
eyesight.
